LONDON, Jan. 4.— Mr. Balfour, who 
has come south, speaks at Hanley to- 
horrow. The campaign enters on Its 
last phase with the Conservative lead- 
er putting emphasis dh the party's 
land proposals. He believes that this 
policy, which, as previously explain- 
ed, aims at creating a large class of 
proprietors of small holdings, will be 
more popular than Lloyd- George's 
land taxes. In the new version, Is- 
sued yesterday, he says: "Liberals ap- 
arently think land ownership dis- 
creditable, except in the case of the 
Irish farmer. To make him 11 proprie- 
tor, British credit may be lavishly 
employed, but a different policy is 
good enough for Britain. Here, pos- 
session of land is treated almost as 
unwise. Those who indulge In it 
shall bo made to pay. Nothing shall 
be done to increase the number of 
owners." This Is a rather clever way 
of dealing with the subject, for the 
English agricultural classes are al- 
ready Inclined to be jealous of the 
privileges of the Irish people. 

Premier is Questioned. 

Leader-baiting is the political 
sport of the moment. Mr. Balfour Is 
an old hand at avoiding any premature 
disclosure of details of his policy, and 
nobody expects him to do what his po- 
litical enemies demand In the angriest 
terms, namely, state exactly vfhi.it 
duties he means to impose. "f -will 
prescribe when called in, not before," 
is his invariable reply. The truth pro- 
bably is that he has not fully made up 
his mind, beyond that the duties will 
be moderate and widespread. He will 
leave actual details to Ills chancellor 
of the exchequer, when appointed, act- 
ing on the advice of permanent of- 
ficials. 

It is understood that not a few 
schemes, fulfilling In part Mr Cham- 
berlain's ideas, arc filed away in trea- 
sury pigeon holes with the imprimatur 
of some of the highest of British trea- 
sury officials of past years. 

Now it is Premier Asqtllth's turn. 
Today Sir William Anson, the emin- 
ent historian, repeats Lord Rosebery's 
Insistent question: "What Is your 
policy regarding th ( . House of Lords " 
Three ways have be.n suggested, 
namely, ending, mending, or bending. 
Mr. Asqulth definitely disclaims end- 
ing, thus disappointing his Socialist 
and thorough-going Radical support- 
ers, Also he refrains from support- 
ing cither Sir Edward Grey's or Lord 
Rosebery's proposal for mending, hold- 
ing that it would run risk of making

eyes of the electorate. Sir Edward 
Grey, nevertheless, Inst night stepped 
ahead of Mr. Asquith and argues In 
favor of am elective non-hereditary 
chamh r. 

There remains the policy of bend- 
ing, which means curtailing the pow- 
ers Of the Lords, while leaving the 
composition of the house alone. But 
how? A Radical member of parlia- 
ment asserts that Mr. Asqulth. speak- 
ing In the presence of several mem- 
bers Of the cabinet,- told him the prob- 
able method would be to demand 
from the King a letter ac- 
cepting a condition, without 
which Mr. Asquith will refuse to re- 
sume office, namely that sufficient ]|fc 
peers be created to pass through the 
Lords forthwith a radical measure 
providing that all finance bills shall 
become law by assent of the Commons 
and the King alone, while in general 
legislation, the Lords' veto will be an- 
nulled after a substantial interval, say 
of two years. Sir William Anson main- 
tains that any such step would bp an 
unconstitutional use of brute force, 
and demands that Mr. Asquith come 
out Into the open. There are also de- 
mands that Messrs. Ralfour and As- 
qulth both be pressed to accept nr 
reject Lord Rosebery's reasonable 
measure of reform of the Lords, which 



many of the most Influential peers 
themselves accept. 

Change to Tariff Reform 

Another significant defection is an- 
nounced. John Duffy, Socialist leader 
of the Independent Labor party at 
Gateshead, has resigned the vice-chair- 
man of that party. He-says: " I hear 
some one shriek, 'You will be helping 
tariff reform.' Precisely. I was never 
enamored of the free trade fetish. 
Those who say the workers would bo 
worse off as the result of a change in 
the fiscal system, display y„ wanton 
Ignorance of the present condition of 
the people." 

Capt. Kincald Smith, an ex- Radical 
M.P. for Strutford-on-Avon, who Is 
speaking now on tariff reform, says: 
"Though formerly a believer in free 
imports, ! have been forced to the con- 
clusion that arguments applicable a 
generation ago have no value. By- 
tariff reform we gs.'li better treatment 
In foreign markets, more work and 
more wages for Englishmen, a realiza- 
tion of the policy ot Imperial prefer- 
ence, and above all, something really 
effective towards reducing unemploy- 
ment." 

Mr. Blutchford, the sale ot whose 
pamphlet on German naval menace 
alreadi exceed" hrd. a million, creates 
some stir 111 Unionist circles by the 
declaration in his Socialist journal, the 
Clarion, that though he wrote his 
articles for the Daily Mall, he does not 
believe the Unionists mean to put on -, 
perlal safety before party advantage. 
He says: 

"If the electorate is going to return 
the Tories to 1 ower under the impres- 
sion thai tariff reform and Dread- 
noughts will save the Empire, the 
electorate is trusting to a rotten reed." 
Upon whic h a Radical paper remarks: 
"Lord Lausdowne must find Blutch- 
ford a most uncomfortable bed-fellow. 
He kicks." 

Earliest Elections 

There are 64 elections to be held on 
January 15, Including IS In London, 
(!

Mr. Thompson returned to 
Goldstream and notified the bartender 
at the hotel. Howard, who in turn no- 
tified the provincial police. 

Roberts of late has been acting 
somewhat strangely and it Is believed 
that he has become insane.

LONDON, Jan. 4.— The disparity of 
oratorical strength between the two 
parties was never more emphasized 
than last night, wb.es ' Pnomler As- 
quith at Haddington, Sir Edward Grey 
at Embleton, Mr. Burns and Mr. Mac- 
namara at Battersea, Mr. Birrell at 
Bristol and Mr. Runciman at Dews- 
bury urged the value of the budget, 
condemned protection and protested 
against the naval scare, while on the 
Conservative side, Austin Chamber- 
lain was only not an unworthy speak- 
er. It is well indeed for the Conser- 
vatives that the rank and file are.

Conservatives complain of rowdyism. 
They are getting it especially In Lon- 
don, and declare it Is organized. They 
also blame Lloyd George for persis- 
tently using violent language.

Premier Asqulth declared that neith- 
er friend nor foe knew what Mr. Bal- 
four was getting at. 

Sir Edward Grey emphasized the ef- 
ficiency of the government. 

Mr. Birre|l said he had never known 
the Liberals to be in better shape and 
declared for nominated second cham- 
ber with no veto." 

Austin Chamberlain at Hereford ac- 
ceptably preached tariff reform. 

Mr. Rason; former premier of Wes- 
tern Australia,, said that much bad 
been said about the Indignation which 
was supposed to exist in the o\;er-seas 
dominions against the Lords, but ho 
could not do otherwise, on behalf of 
the over-seas dominions, than give 
that an utter denial. They were not 
concerned In any quarrel of either 
one house or the other. What con- 
cerned them was the question of fait 
trade as against free trade. The cost 
of living In Australia was higher, but 
there was not the same ratio of wages 
compared witli Great Britain.

Alderman Henderson 

Alderman Henderson, after explain- 
ing that from, his past experience in 
the council, h. is capable of repre- 
senting the city as mayor; said that 
if elected there were several things 
which he believed should have been 
done in past years which he would 
do. He went over the various depart- 
ments in the civic administration 
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IditiOll of apparatus a reduction 
of thirty per cent in insurance rates 
lias been already secured, but Alder- 
man Henderson stated that if elected 
mayor he would insist "ii a still fur- 
ther reduction because that already 
made only brought the rales back to 
the point where the} were several 
years ago when [he city's fire fight- 
ing ability was not nearly as good as 
today. The police department, too. 
Alderman Henderson believed, was in 
a generally efficient state ami lias 
done its share of work though he be- 
lieved that sometimes the force might 
go further than it does in carrying 
out the regulations. It is up to the 
police commissioners to Instruct the 
chief in certain matters and if this 
were don. there is no doubt hut that 
the force would do its duty. 

Alderman Henderson touched briefly 
"ii the sail water, high pressure sys- 
tem, stating that while then, had been 
delay, it was due not to the city, but 
to the company which had the con- 
tract for the supplying ol' the pumps. 
The city will not accept th,. pumps 
until they comply witli the specifica- 
tions. The city Is at no loss except in 
the matter of delay, hut It is hoped 
that pending the putting of the pumps 
in proper shape some arrangement may 
i.e arrived at whereby, in case of lire, 
tiie present pumps may be used. 
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the candidates, mayoralt} and alder- 
manic, are known, and those wanted 
by the ratepayers can be elected If the 
ratepayers so chose. At any rate It 
will take some live years to finish the 
work and only a small amount or the 
$1,500,000 will be spent each year. If 
one council does not do right the rate- 
payers can turn them out at the next 
election. Now Is the time to make an 
Immediate start. If Elk Lake will only 
last three years and it will take five 
to bring in Sooke Duke water, no time 
must lie wasted. 

Alderman Henderson believe 1 he 
knew what is at the bottom of nil the 
agitation against the Sooke Lake 
scheme and he believed the ratepayers 
also knew. The argument had been 
used that to bring In Sooke Lake water 

would cost t Illcll and place too j 

great a burden on the city. This year 
the revenue from the water service was 
$130,000, and next year it will be about 
$140,000, counting the steady increase | 
in tho number of services. The ex- 



pense for maintenance, etc.; is about 
$95,000, leaving a surplus of from 540.- 
000 to $45,000. If the city approved of 
the bylaw It will not be necessary' to 
borrow the whole $1,500,000 at once. 
Xext year some $1150,000 could be bor- 
rowed. The Interest and sinking fund 
on that amount would be about $11,000 
so that the surplus of revenue would 
very much more than meet this charge. 
There Is no doubt but that the Sooke 
Lake scheme can be financed. 

Finances 

In 1010 there will ba a surplus, on 
tills basis, of $33,000; 1911. $25,000; 
191J. $17,000; 1913, $19,000, and in 1914. 
flie last year of construction, there 
would be a deficit of aliout $11,000. But 
in these figures Alderman Henderson 
allowed only for a $5,000 Increase In 
revenue per year and he- believed tho 
increa.se would be much more than 
that. During the five years of con- 
struction the excess of surplus over 
expenditure would total nearly $100, 000 
so that the last year's deficit could lie 
easily met and once the new system 
werP installed, while for two or three 
years there might he a deficit, that 
would soon disappear with the greatly 
increased consumption and consequent 
greater revenue which would follow 
the giving of an unlimited supply of 
water from Sooke hike. The water 
rates would be no higher than no\\ and 
at the end of fifty years the city would 
own its own waterworks. 

Alderman Henderson did not believe 
the people of Victoria West would vote 
against the bylaw. They pay nothing 
towards this scheme because the wa- 
ter rates in the rest of the city meet 
the loan. The city gives its guarantee 
but tlie rales are the primary security 
and Victoria West pa\s no rates to Dm 
City. But when the city gels its pipe 
line in from Sooke lake ii will be able 
lo tell the ICsquimalt Waterworks com- 
pany to give Victoria West fair rates 
or else face competition by tin- clt> in 
its own territory ■ 

That Reservoir. 

To a question as to what, if electee, 
lie proposed lo do with Che Smith's 
Hill reservoir, Alderman Henderson, 
amid laughter, admitted that that por- 
tion of tlie waterworks plant is not 
satisfactory, The lining is too porous 
and that Is evidently the whole trou- 
ble, but witli reasonable expenditure 
lie believed it could be remedied. Ar- 
thur L. Aoams, the expert, is primarily 
responsible, as he was given whole, 
charge of the work and chose his own 
engineers and the council is not to 
blainie. The entire waterworks plant 
was constructed at a tigure about $S,O0O 
under the estimate and that amuiint 
could la- devoted to fixing up the re- 
servoir. 

'I'o other questions .merit the Agri- 
cultural Fair deficit Alderman Hender- 
son said the fair attendance was not 
sufficient to meet all expenditures, it 
would -meet ordinary expenditures hut 
with the erection of new buildings, 
and the engagement of high priced at- 
tractions, etc; the expenses had been 
largely Increased. The Woman's

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A MANUFACTURING CENTRE 

What are tin- requisites for a suc- 
cessful manufacturing centre? Doubt- 
less there arc some that may not oc- 
cur to us, but among them tlm.se. which 
seem to be necessary, arc; Proximity 
to the sources of supply of raw ma- 
terials, abundance of power, efficient 
means of transportation, mildness "! 
climate, proximity of markets, the sup- 
ply ui' labor. .Many manufacturing 
centres have become rich ami prosper- 
ous without having all or even the ma- 
jority nf these advantages, ami un- 
doubtedly the possession of seme of 
them will counterbalance the absence 
or others. How ilocs Victoria stand in 
respect to them'.' Ami (irst iis to the 
matter of raw materials. 

The essential factors in a great va- 
riety of manufactures, perhaps in 
very much the greater number of them, 
are wood and iron. Of certain woods 
we have abundance here, from struc- 
tural wood, such as fir, spruce and the 
like, to finishing woods, such as the 
yellow cedar, the maples and others. 
We have regular steamship communi- 
cations with parts of the world from 
which woods of various kinds can be 
obtained, and perhaps we are not ex- 
travagant in saying; that no place can 
lie named where woods of all kinds, 
whether for structural purposes, 
cabinet-making and general tlnishing 
or the manufacture of Implements, can 
be assembled more readily ami at less 
cost than in Victoria. As lor iron, we 
think tile evidence warrants the state- 
ment that there is an abundance of 
good ore and that it can lie assembled 
together with fuel and fluxes, as 
cheaply in the vicinity of Victoria as 
in any place that can be named. Such 
other raw materials of manufacture as 
are produced in the lands around the 
Pacific Ocean can l>e brought here as 
cheaply and as conveniently as to any 
other point. Therefore, in regard to 
raw materials, we think the city is 
exceptionally well situated. 

At present there is no great abund- 
ance of power available, but in the 
course of the next year the British 
Columbia Electric Railway company 
will be able to sell power in large 
quantities. There ire several go id 
small rivers that can be utilized in 
this vicinity lor power purposes, and 
although we may not be able to claim 
that Victoria is exceptionally well pro- 
vided with water powers, it is, or 
shortly will be. sufficiently well equip- 
ped in this line to meet any require- 
ments likely to be made upon it for 
some time to come. An abundance ol' 
coal and the available wast" of lumber 
mills afford the means of developing 
any (1. -sired amount of steam power. 
Hence on this point we feel we may 
Bpeak with confidence and say that lie 
question of cheap power can be satis- 
factorily answered here. 

Efficiency of transportation is al- 
ready vers' well ne t by existing facili- 
ties, ami with tin- early coming of 
the Canadian Xortln'rn it c. ill be yet 
further supplied, so far as traffic with 
the American Continent is concerned. 
Water transportation is ulr'-nd> excel- 
lent and tew I'acilltieH in this line are 
being i [instantly pro> ided i in this 
score Victoria -t.imls en a par with 
any possible rival on t in- i Hast.

In respect to the cost of labor it is 
not easy to speak with certainty one 
way or the other. At first thought the 
disposition would naturally be to think 
!t would be greater here thnn else- 
where, but only actual experiment can 
determine this. The experience of the 
Steel plant at Irondale is that the 
problem presented by the price of labor 
Is not a serious one, even In that in- 
dustry, which is a fundamental one 
and upon which so many others de- 
pend. 

For the reasons above very briefly 
set out, we hold that there is not only 
no reason why Victoria may not be- 
come a manufacturing polni of much 
Importance, but that then- is every 
reason why It should, and that among 
the factors that will go to make this 
a great and prosperous city, manu- 
facturing may be expected to Hake a 
very important place. 



CANADIAN RAILWAYS. 

The New York Herald, which Is de- 
voting much attention to Canada just 
now, ■ draws attention tin the fact that 
In 1807, when the provinces were con- 
federated, there were 2,278 miles of 
railway in Canada, whereas thoro are 
now 23,000 miles, which seems to be 
the largest per capita mileage in the 
world. We have, it seems, twice na 
much railway mileage as Italy. Aus- 
tralia, or Mexico, three times as much 
as Spain, three-quarters as much as 
France, two-thirds as much as Ger- 
many, more than half as much as Rus- 
sia, almost as much as Austria and as 
much as Great Britain. The amount 
of uncy invested in our railways Is 
$1,230,295,000, which figures out at 
$56,996 per mile, whereas In the United 
States the capitalization is $07,390 per 
mile and in Great Britain $237,437. The 
Dominion ami provincial governments 
ami the municipalities have given 
$181,298,412 in money and 40,000,000 
acres of land in aid of railway con- 
struction. The last year for w hich re- 
turns are now available is 190S, when 
more than 34,000.000 passengers and 
upwards of S3.000.000 tons of freight 
wore carried on the Canadian roads. 
This entailed an outlay for operating 
expenses in excess of $107.0(10,000. It 
Is supposed that last year will show an 
increase of .'0 per cent, upon these 
figures. Notwithstanding this remark- 
able evidence of progress, there will 
this year doubtless be more railway 
mileage completed and under con- 
struction in Canada than ever In the 
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history of the com 
sion winch the 1 lerald dra 
these figures is that tie-re is i 
lie an enormous demand for 
employees ill the Dominion; 
says we cannot get them from the 
United States, where the demand Is 
already in excess of the supply. In the 
last forty years the railway mileage 
of Canada lias increased ten-fold, and 
yet it does not meet the needs of Un- 
people. In '.he next forty years we 
mas- look for even a greater rate of 
lncr..se The transportation problem 
and everything connected with it Is 
one of the most Important factors In 
Canadian development. 
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AERIAL NAVIGATION 

The aeronauts are indulging in a 
good deal of speculation as to what 
the next few years will bring forth in 
regard to aviation, and some of them 
predict wonderful things as certain to 
come about in the next five years. Of 
course no one is so absurd as to deny 
the possibilities of invention along 
these lines; but it is right to remem- 
ber that after all not very much has 
yet been achieved that can be said 
to be a practical benefit. All that has 
been done is to make a machine that 
will do tin- work of a small boy's kite, 
only it carries the operator witli it. 
To be sure this is a great advance upon 
not being able to fly at all; lint a wide 
margin has yet to be overcome before 
heavier-than-air machines can be re- 
lied upon as ordinary methods of loco- 
motion. .Moris. Trlstran Bernard says 
that in live years aeroplanes will be 
so numerous as to darken the sky, and 
.Mens. Hem i Kistemaeckers says thai 
by reason ol' the coming change "at 
Easter, 1915, we shall no longer recog- 
nize life as it exists today." On the 
other hand. Minis. Parman, who has 
displayed about as much knowledge ol' 
the subject as any one, says thai the 
aeroplane will exist only for sport. A 
large number of (•"ranchmen expect to 
see aeroplanes in vast numbers plying 
through the atmosphere on regular 
routes before 1915, and the enthusi- 
asts are not all confined to France, foi 
.Mr. Peter Cooper Hewitt, of New York, 
expects to see a regular aerial service 
maintained across the Atlantic within 
live years. ('apt. Thomas Baldwin, an 
expert, says that existing machines ore 
very crude, that in- expects very great 
improvements in the immediate future, 
and that a new type »f machine will 
soon be do\ eloped. Mr. Wilbur Wright, 
whose opinions arc worth something on 
tills point, if an> one's are, declines to 
prophesy. lie contents himself with 
saying that we have learned how to fly 
ami the only remaining question is as 
to how far, how fast and how safely 
it can be done, and on this point he is. 
miit.. Some enthusiasts talk of aero- 
planes that will develop 2.000 horse 
power; but oiln-rs shake their heads 
doubtfu!l> nvcr any such suggestion.

So 
successful has It proved that its manu- 
facture on a large scale is to be un- 
dertaken, It is not costly and is very 
simple. The only claim mad-- by the 
Inventor for it is that It will In- useful 
in sport. 



GROWTH OF POPULATION. 

Mr. o. P. Austin is an English 
statistician, a>nd he has been estim- 
ating upon the number of people, who 
will live in the United States in the 
year 2000, He thinks there will be 
3,000,000,000, or about double the pres- 
ent estimated population of the whole 
earth. Mr. Justin VVInsor, another 
, Englishman, says that the Mississippi 



valley alone will support 200,000,000; 
but Professor Hart, who is an Ameri- 
can, thinks '.his estimate is 50.900,000 
too low. Even allowing that the latter- 
figures are correct, it would be inter- 
esting to know where the remainder of 
the supposed population in 2000 Is go- 
ing to get Its food. The St. Louis 
Republic thinks Mr. Austin has been 
figuring- too high; it thinks that, 
everything being taken Into account, 
It may be conceded that 230.000,000 
people can be supported In the United 
States east of the meredlan of Omaha, 
which, we may add, is somewhat east 
of Winnipeg. West of Omaha, the Re- 
public thinks 100,000,000 could be sup- 
ported; and allowing a margin for 
underestimation. It concludes that per- 
haps 100,000,000 may be taken as the 
ultimate population of the United 
States, without great changes take 
place. It thinks that 250,000,000 would 
be the limit of population which the 
country could feed. It draws atten- 
tion to the fact that the percentage of 
increase in population lias steadily de- 
clined since 1S0O. This was to be ex- 
pected, for as the capital amount in- 
creases, tin- percentage of increment 
will decrease unless the circumstances 
arc exceptional. For example, let it 
be supposed that the increase of popu- 
lation in the United States in the de- 
cade ending I860 was HO per cent., or 
say. 15.000,000; and suppose that tin 1 
addition to the population in the fol- 
lowing decade was the same numeric- 
ally, the gain would only be 25 per 
cent., and a gain of 15.000.000 upon a 
population of 90,000.000 would only be 
a little over Hi per cent. Mr. Austin s 
extravagant estimate is doubtless bas- 
ed upon a continuation of the percent- 
age of increase in past decades, not 
the actual numerical increase. Apply- 
his his system to Canada we would 
have a population in 1! null of 300,000,000 
At present the population of the Unit- 
ed States is ten times that of Canada, 
and Mr. Austin estimates that it 
would yet be ten times what WO have 
shown the population of Canada would 
be in 2000, tested by his method of cal- 
culation, although it Is evident that 
there must be a much more rapid in- 
crease in a country with a vast area 
of vacant fertile land than in one 
-a here there is comparatively little 
SUCll land left, it may be interesting 
to know that at the present date of 
increase, which. If the experience of 
tho United States in its earlier history 
is repeated in the Dominion, Canada 
will in forty years tie more populous 
than the British Isles now are, and 
fully as populous as Germany now is. 

These figures have more than a 
merely curious interest, for they have 
a bearing upon present values, not so 
much in the centres ol" population, as 
in plans now a little out of the ordin- 
al's- routes of travel. Great fortunes 
have been made by families whose an- 
cestors by good luck or good manage- 
ment got hold of real estate years ago. 
and in many cases were unable to sell 
it for any sort of reasonable price. 
The natural increase ..f population lias 
vastly enhanced the value of their 
holdings. The future enhancement of 
outside- holdings will be much more 
rapid in the future than it has been in 
tin- past, anil there is probably no bet- 
ter Investment offering anywhere today 
than i rown-gruntcd timber lands 
Properly safeguarded against fire, 
they will gain in vulue more rapidly 
than any other permanent investment 
that can be named. This is not just 
the way it was proposed to end tins 
article. but sometimes it is a good 
thing to follow a line of thought to 
see where il will land you, and we 
venture in think lhat we have landed 
on safe ground.

OF RESPONSIBILITIES 

J. Bruce Wallace Treats on Co-exis- 
tence of Socialism ar.d 
Christianity. 

"Man's Responsibilities," treated up- 
on along the lines advocated by Chris- 
tian socialistic teachings, was dealt 
with m an interesting and enlightened 
manner by J, Bruce Wallace in the 
Liberal committee rooms last night 

'I here was a lair sized audience, in- 
cluding a number of Socialists, who 
heckled the speaker in an effort to 
break down his argument that Social- 
ism and Christianity were co-existent. 
The speaker po nted out that Injuries 
done by a man to libs fellow beings al- 
most Invariably redounded with disad- 
vantage to himself. Alan was a crea- 
ture of responslblltles, and one of 
these was that lie must treat other men 
as lie would have them treat him 

I nd.-r however lowly circumstances 
a man had emerged into life thero 
were hopes that by Ids own Individual- 
ity be might become a useful citizen 
John Hums, the president nf the local 
government board in England, had 
been a slum child. While there were 
many Instances of a similar nature, in 
the majority of eases it was advisable 
that slum children should be detached 
as soon as possible from their sur- 
roundings. Throughout his lecture the 
speaker consistently dwelt upon the 
belief that the Divine influence was 
Inseparately bound up with practical 
socialism. 

Tonight Mr. Wallace will give an 
address upon the development of 
Letchworth, the garden city of Eng- 
land, and will show how a community 
living under the nearest approach to 
socialistic conditions has developed and 
attained happiness. Tomorrow night 
his lecture will bo on "Lessons of the 
Old Land to Canada"; on Friday, 
"Jesus Christ.

Otherwise than by the incorporation 
of a provision increasing the license 
fee for nop-re'sldent bird hunters from 
$5 to probably $50, it is highly improb- 
able that the Game Act of British Col- 
umbia will be amended or changed in 
any way at "the session of of the legis- 
lature opening on the 20th Inst. Not 
that the act Is not ill need o£ consid- 
erable amendment. Quite the other 
wiiy. It is, as a matter of tact, so 
complex and confusing that virtual 
reconstruction rattier than amendment 
Is required; but In order that ample 
time may be afforded the law depart- 
ment of the Crown In which to draft 
u complete' act whioh may be thor- 
oughly comprehensible to every hunter 
and every Justice of the peace, and in 
which all interested sportsmen may 
have nn opportunity to proffer practic- 
al suggestions, It is expected that the 
entire subject will stand over until the 
session of the house In 11)11. 

Then it Is hoped that a game law 
will be placed upon the statute hook 
that will be a model tor brevity and 
clearness, and w hich will meet condi- 
tions in British Columbia as no other 
game law has. 

incidentally, it is expected that by 
that lime tie- country will he reach- 
to accept with approval a provision 
for the Imposition of a nominal gun 
license fee, say. of the object of 

which will be In the first place to re- 
strict the use of firearms afield to 
people who are regarded as sufficient- 
ly mature and well-balanced to he 
safely entrusted with them, thereby 
obviating by prevention a considerable 
percentage of the annual crop of mis- 
called "accidents."

duck and other waterfowl. To operate 
this system satisfactorily, the co-oper- 
ation Is of course necessary of an en- 
ergetic force of game wardens, but 
this applies equally to many protective 
features, which (such as the limita- 
tion of the annual bag of duck to 250) 
are at present farcical in the complete- 
ness of their character as dead letters. 
Under the tasr system, whoever hunts 
lor the market is required to pur- 
tags, only a stipulated and limit- 
1 etl number are Issued to one indlvbl- 
i mil, and which are not transferable, 
i No dealer is permitted to sell untagged 
game, and be must satisfy himself that 
: the seller to him is the person anthor- 
i ized to mark his game with the lags 
adorning it.

George Frizzed Comes from Prince 
Rupert to Build Vessel to 
Cost $40,000 



George Frlzell has arrived .fronts 
Prince Rupert to make arrangements 
for the construction of a new stern- 
wheel steamer for the Skeena river 
service. The construction of the new 
steamer wdll bo financed by Mr. Friz- 
zell, Capt. Bueey, and Vancouver and 
Prnce Rupert capital. The steamer 
will cost about $40,000. It b< probable 
that the new stuarn wheeler will bo 
constructed in Victoria. The cost of 
the steamer, which Mr. Alex. Watson, 
jr.. is. to build at Soda Creek, as state ' 
I yesterday, for the B. C. Express com- 
• pany's service between Soda Creek and 
I Fort George, will be $40,000. The ma- 
chinery for this vessel ic to be con- 
structed by the Marine Iron works of 
Chicago. A search light Is to be pro- 
vided for night travelling. 

The engines are of the latest typo 
of horizontal tandem compound, witli 
condensing machinery, this latter be- 
ing a new feature in connection with 
river steamers in British Columbia. 
Tlie steamer wdll be fitted with steam- 
steering gear, a powerful steam cap- 
stan, and every other modern device 
for safely and comfort, even including 
,111 up-to-date bath-room, which will 
lie greatly appreciated by all stage 
passengers who have travelled over 
the long dusty Cariboo road. The now 
steamer will be christened "B. X.. this 
being tlie British Columbia Express 
company's title in local parlance. This 
new steamer will enable the company 
to land passengers at Fort George In 
a little- over three days from Ashcroft 
during the season of navigation, from 
May 1 to October :11st, and will great- 
ly facilitate the settling up of tlio 
country around Fort George and the 
Northern interior.

English syndicate about ten years ago. 
He wtis a leading figure In TtcsW 
and -endeared himself to prospectors 
foi- his generous ways. He realized, 
so it is said, about $000, 000 out of tho 
Le Roi deal.
